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Southern Alberta Land 
Co. Now Operating 
Canal 


FIRST WATER TURNED ON 
LAST WEEK 


The Southern Alberta Land Co., 
formed with the purpose of supply- 
ing water to the district east and in 
the vicinity of Medicine Hat, has 
met with a number of setbacks in 
the construction of the huge works 
neccessary to accomplish the task 
of taking water to the dry lands 
near the Hat, but the project is 
now nearing completion, and on 
Sunday, 12th inst., the water was 
turned on at the big Namaka Dam 
18 miles south of Strathmore, and 
flowed through a 30 mile canal 
into the Lake McGregor Reservoir, 

There was no ceremony attached 
to the turning on of the water. In 
fact, the ceremony of turning on the 
water was performed by H.R.H. 
the Duke of Connaught, whea oa 
his last visit to the West, but a 
series of delays combined to make 
the Duke's opening of the dam in- 
operative till the present time. The 
perseverance of the engineers is 
now, however, in a fair way of 
triumphing over the difficulties, and 
next year should see the system in 
full operation, and the company de- 
riving a revenue from the sale of 
its irrigable lands. The Company 
are involved in the Grenfell tailure 
in London lately, but arrangements 
have, it is understood, been made 
whereby the company will obtain a 
sum of $250.000, which will be 
sufficient to finish the project. 


A HUGE UNDERTAKING 


The work of constructing the 
canal begins about 18 miles south 
of Strathmore, where a big dam of 
cement work has been constructed 
across the Bow River and forms an 
intake of the canal. From there it 
winds its way about 30 miles to 
Lake McGregor. This lake is about 
22 miles long and is formed by the 
construction of two huge cement 
dams across what is known as 
Snake Valley and as the structure at 
the north end is about 2oft high and 
that at the south end 4go.ft, some 
idea of the great seservoir can. be 


obtained which in places will be two |

miles wide. 
take from three to four 
fill the lake. 

From the lake the canal continues | 
south and east until it finally emp- 
ties into the Little Bow river. 

The entire length of the canal 
will be in the neighborhood of 130 
miles and will represent a cost of 
well on to five millions of dollars 

Gleichen has been the  head- 
quarters of the company for the 
work at the west end of the canal 
and will continue to be until it is 
finally completed. 

The major portion of the work on 
the east end is now nearing com- 
pletion, but it is not probable that; 
it will be in readiness to turn the 
water into the lower canal until 
sometime next spring. 

In the construction of this canal 
there have been some most difficult 
engineering problems and owing to 
the nature of the soil and for other 
reasons some of the heaviest of the 
work had to be replaced

AND THE BUDG 


How the Minister of Finance Dealt 
With Implement Duties—A Speech 
Every Westerner is interested in 
While the announcement in the 

Speech of Hon. W. T. White, the 

Minister of Finance in Ottawa, on 

April 6th with respect to the duties 

On agricultural implements, did not 

please some Western people, it will 

no doubt be of interest to all our 
readers to learn what Mr. White had 
to say on this much discussed topic. 

Hon. Mr. White spoke in part as 

follows: It has been reoognized, I 

think, by all governments that it is 

Most important that duties upon agri- 

cultural implements should be fixed | 

at rates as reasonable as = 


having regard to fiscal policy. Agri- 
culture is recognized as the great basic 
industry, and it is important that the 
implements which the farmer uses— 
his plant, so to speak—should cost 
him as little as possible. This prin- 
ciple, sir, is recognized in the tariff 
of today. The average rate of duty 

upon dutiable goods under the present 
tariff, the tariff of 1907—the tariff of 
the late government as well as of the 
government of to-day—le 26 per cent 

The dutfes upon agricultural imple } 
ments are chiefly 17% per cent. and 
20 per cent. 

The Tariff Structure 

Now, there is one point to which I 
desire to refer in this discussioa, 
The tariff of this or of auy other 
country—-and especially of a protec- 
tive country—ts a structure—one part 
is dependent upon another part; the 
rates of the tariff are related the one 
to the other; the rates on finished pro- 
ducts are related to and largely de- 
pendent on the rates on raw materials 
which are usually the finished product 
of other* manufactures, and dutiable. 
This solidarity, ro to speak, of the 
tariff cannot be lost sight of. Usually 
it is impossible to deal with a single 
item without at the same time deal- 
{ng also with other related or depen- 
dent items. To arbitrarily single out 
special products and lower or abolish 
the duties upon them without dealing 
also with necessarily related duties 
woud not only result in the grossest 
injustice to those affected thereby 
but would exercise a most harmful 
effect upon the entire industry of the 
nation by the ensuing loss of con- 
fidence on the part of the business 
community. On account of this con- 
sideration, it is unusual to make many 
tariff changes except upon Occasions 
of general revision when the tariff can 
be dealt with as a whole after due 
inquiry and consideration as to the 
scope and bearing of all ch: nges pro- 
posed. If modifications are then re- 
garded as necessary, upon a range of 
products or commodities any other 
modification dependent -thereon or 
necessary thereto may also be made, 
to the end that ‘njustice and dis- 
turbance may, as far as possible, be 
avoided, 

Means Free Trade 

Bir, there is no reservation or ex- 
ception about that resolution; it is a 
drastic resolution calling for the abo- 
lition of all dutles upon all agricul- 
tural implements of every kind and 
nature whatsoever, Upon the occa- 
sion of the debate on the address, I 
referred to the declaration at Hamilton 
and at Montreal by my right hon. 
friend the leader of the opposition 
(Bir Wilfrid Laurier), in favor of a! 
policy of free food, and I said on 
that occasion, and I say now, that free 
food means free trade. I say further 
now, that free agricultural implements 
means free trade, 

Having gone so far, my right hon, 
friend must inevitably go further. 
The logical and inevitable outcome 
and conclusion of his declaration re- 
specting free food and of the policy 
respecting free agricultural imple- 
ments ts the fiscal policy of free trade, 
Sir, I have no exception to take to 
my right hon. friend espousing a 
policy of free trade. I simply desire 
to say this—-that we on this side of 
the House are ready to accept that

COTTON IN YARMOUTH 


Canada’s La:gest Duck Mill Situated 
In Far East--A Record of Expansion

situated in ‘h* Town of Yarmou 


since 1883. Starting out in a smail 
way in that year extensions were mad 
in 1892, 1907 and again 
In 1883 the total output was 5,06 
pounds per week of finished product 


This has grown to-day to 75,000 pounds 


last ye 


per week. 

The human element of this enor 
mous plant is worth considerable 
study. Hundreds of well paid and 


seemingly contented employes are on 
the roll. Of course, if any one will 
take the trouble to talk to them in- 
dividually, he will find some kickers— 
some people will “kick” even in Hea- 
ven, if they happen to get there—but 
on the whole they are perfectly satis- 
fled with the mill and their employers. 
Quite a number of the employes have 
been there ever since the mill opened 
thirty years ago, and very many of 
the younger men and women, too, have 
spent practically all thelr working 
hours in that mill. The mill was 
floated on a bond issue, and quite 
a number of those working there are 
bondholders. In a large measure the 
mill is their mill, and its prosperity 
is their prosperity. Probably this js 
one of the reasons why the manage- 
ment has never been vexed by labor 
problems, which are the bug-bear of 
many a mill situated less favorably. 
Inter-dependence of manufacturing 
industries is demonstrated by a glance 
at the list of purchasers of this oom- 
pany’s product. It will be found that 
two of their largest individual ac- 
counts are the big implement com- 
panies of Toronto and Hamilton, who 
use large quantities of duck in their 
binders. Naturally those interested in 
the Yarmouth mill do not regard the 
agitation for free agricultural {mple- 
ments with any degree of favor as 
they know it will inevitably mean 
concessions in the shape of reductions 
in duties on materials purchased by 
the implement firms. As the duck 
mill is perhaps the backbone of Yar- 
mouth’s commercial Ife, it will be seen 
that considerable opposition will arise 
in this prosperous town to any pronosal 
to reduce the duty on implements, 
which involves interference with 
the production of the cotton mill. At 
the present time the big implement 
companies have a protection-of 17% 
per cent. on their binders, in which 
the duck is used, whereas the duty on 


duck is the same 

Those who are dependent directly 
or indirectly on the prosperity of a 
big industry like that in Yarmouth 
for their livelihecod realize fully the 


value of industrial development to the 
community. No one in Yarmouth or 
the vicinity would favor reductions in 
the duties on duck which would cause 
a falling off in the production of the 
Yarmouth mill

The task of providing for the de- 
serving among those who are classed 
as the unemployed, furthermore, was 
rendered more difficult by the pre 
sence in the west of a large contin- 
gent of Industrial Workers of the 
World, men who for the past six 
months have been orating on the 
street corners, addressing mass meet- 
ings, Organizing so-called labor par- 
ades, and endeavoring on every occa- 
sion, by use of demagogic arguments, 
to inflame the minds of idle workmen. 
But this disrupting element has been 
dealt with most effectively in the 
ecumunities where trouble has been 
anticipated, and as a result, despite 
the garbled reports that were sent 
out from Regina, “algary, Winnipeg 
and other western centres, regarding 
the threatening attitude of the un- 
employed forces, there has never been 
for an instant any danger of a violent 
attack upon public or private property. 

It is estimated that all told there 
were probably 16,000 unemployed men, 
comprising all trades and callings, as 
well as a host of unskilled laborers. 
The ability with which this new prob- 
lem was handled in all the Western 
eities in the trying winter months Is 
highly creditable to those in charge 
of the relief work. The permanent 
solution of the problem is, of course,

The past two yeats have banish- 
ed any uncertainty that might have 
existed as to the practibility of 
growing = alfalfa in commercial 
quantities at a reasonable expense 
ot preparation in this district, 
Last year the competition organised 
by the C.P.R. showed many re- 
markably good fields, and while 
there has been no competition this 
year, those who participated have 
extended their acreage in the valu- 
able legume, and many farmers 
have sown alfalta tor the first’ time 
this year, 

One of the most successtul grow- 
ers in this district is Mr J. A 
Cammeart, who cemmencing two 
years ayo with ten acres, increased 
the amount last year to twenty-five 
and has added ten more this, year. 
Ultimately He expects tu have the 
larger proportion of his land under 
altalfa, se satisfied is he with the 
results that have attended its culti- 
vation in the last twe years. 

Mr Cammeart's first cutting of 
Alfaf® this year was on the 22nd of 
June, and there was a_ heavy yield, 
though he has not measured the 
stack, With the tavorable weather 
of the past month the crop on the 
ficld where he took off his first cut- 
ting is about twenty four 
high, and he figures on cutting 
again within a week's time. This 
will give him the whole of August 
and September for further growth 
anc with reasonable luck in the 
matter of weather he feels sure of 
getting a heavy third cutting.
